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INTRODUCTION 


The Whole Book of Psalms Faithfully Translated into English Meter, commonly known as the 
Bay Psalm Book, was the first English book published in North America. It was printed in 1640 
by Stephen Day(e) Press in Boston, Massachusetts. 


Its psalm translations are by thirty ministers, including Thomas Mayhew (1593-1682, grandfather of 
Benjamin Franklin) and John Eliot (1604-1690), both English emigrants, but primarily Richard Mather 
(b. 1596, Lancashire, England; d. 1669, Boston). Suspended from (Anglican) ministry in 1633-4 

for nonconformity, he migrated with his family to New England in 1635. Richard was the father 

of Increase Mather and grandfather of Cotton Mather, both noted Boston theologians. 


The tunes of the Bay Psalm Book are from various sources, but are 
not included in this transcription. The lengthy Preface is also omitted. 


Spelling has been modernized throughout, to conform with current American usage. 
Also, punctuation has been thoroughly revised, to clarify meaning. A dot - indicates 
separate syl-la-bles. Archaic pronunciations, interpretations and references are in 
[square brackets]. Repeated stanzas are marked ANTIPHON.
